Financial 
Responsibility 
Of 
.Motorists Provided In 
New Provision. 


The new automobile liability se­ 
curity act th a t goes into effect in 
Pennsylvania Jan u ary I, is not com­ 
pulsory insurance. Henry M. Scharf, 
president of the Gettysburg motor 
club, declared in a statem ent in re­ 
sponse to m any queries from Adams 
county m otprists as to whether all 
operators of m otor vehicles will be 
required to give proof of financial 
esponsibility before obtaining their 
1934 operator licenses. 
Mr. Scharf called attention to a 
digest of th e new- law by Attorney 
General W illiam A. Schnader. “The 
purpose of th e act," Mr. Schnader 
said, “is to prevent unsafe oper­ 
ators of m otor vehicles from op­ 
erating until they prove that they 
are financially responsible. 
It does 
not require all operators of motor 
vehicles to establish financial re­ 
sponsibility before obtaining oper­ 
ators’ licenses, but it does require 
operators to prove their financial

Mr. Hartzell participated in engage­ 
ments at Deserted House, January 
20, 1863; skirmishes on the Jones­ 
town road. April 13 and 14, 1863; 
White Horse. April 24, 1863; Beamer 
Dam, May 14, 1863, and Caryville, 
May 16, 1863 
When President Lincoln delivered 
his address at th e dedication of the 
national cem etery here, November 
19, 1863. Mr. H artzell stood within 
six feet of the m artyred president, 
and shook Lincoln’s hand when he 
finished speaking.

W inkler moaned for water, for a 
clergyman.

W inkler’s assassination followed 
a series of swift developments in the 
war against crime by governm ental 
and local officials, centering around

WORDS 


W 
ORDS m ay be Generals, M arching Armies, Arrows, Seeds or even 
Daggers! 
They have contributed more to human growth and h ap ­ 
piness th an any other factor in life. 
We live by the words of the ages. 
Each one of our days is made happy, or unhappy, largely by words th at 
we read or hear. Their immediate im port Is rarely fathomed. 
"There are not words enough in all Shakespeare," once w rote Steven­ 
son, "to express the merest fraction of a m an’s experience in a n hour.” 
I like to go to bed at night with happy, or inspiring words ringing in 
my cars, or consciousness. I like happy Good Nights! 
Words have elusive power. They often whisper life to the faint, and 
give courage to the one in despair. 
The words that Shakespeare used 
to write his Im m ortal plays, are the sam e words bequeathed to each of 
us—but how little we take advantage cf their readiness to serve us. 
Words from the heart to a friend, from a father or m other to his 
or her boy or girl—words to someone ill or long confined, words to one 
hard-pressed, words to the stranger—how great in import! 
And it doesn’t 
take very m any of these little words to do business. Napoleon cried to 
his soldiers: 
“There shall be no A lps!” as they faced a condition th at 
had never before been conquered. 
And then, again, when Napoleon was 
carrying on his Egyptian campaign, he exclaimed, when in sight of the 
Pyramids,—“Soldiers, from yonder Pyram ids, forty centuries look down 
upon you!” 
W ords that probably inspired every enc of N apoleon’s sol­ 
diers. 
I shall never forget the kind words spoken to me by an old Pro­ 
fessor in College upon the first day of my arrival, far from hom e. They 
sent me to bed crying—but they helped to put an undying spirit some­ 
where inside of me. 
If words cannot be uttered in kindness, they had better be left upon 
the shelf to be formed into som ething happy at another tim e. 
Under th e glass of my desk, in the handwriting of Celia T h ax ter, the 
poetess, are these words: 
"The Sunrise never failed us y e t!” 
Simple 
words—and just a mere half dozen of them —but they have inspired me 
through m any a dark day.

Inspectors Check 
On Sch(K)l Permits 


During the fruit and 
vegetable 
picking season, representatives of 
the department of public instruc­ 
tion have been visiting orchards 
and canneries, to clear up any mis­ 
understanding that may exist in re­ 
gard to the employment of chil­ 
dren in these industries. 
The per­ 
mit issued to the parent allowing 
his child 14 to 15 years old to be 
absent from school for farm work 
is legal for work on the home farm 
only. 
If the minor is to be em­ 
ployed on a farm oi in a home other 
than that of the parent, the em­ 
ployer must hold a permit Issued 
to him before the minor may begin 
work. 
The farm permit is not legal for 
work in fruit or vegetable packing 
houses or in canneries. 
For this 
work general 
employment certifi­ 
cates must be obtained for minors 
between the ages of 14 
and 
16 
years, 
and 
age certificates, for 
minors between the ages of 16 and 
18 years. In keeping with t he NR A 


code, fruit and vegetable growers 
may not employ minora under 16 
years of age for this work. 
The 
NRA regulations prohibit the em­ 
ployment of minors under 16 years 
of age in packing houses 
or 
in 
canneries.
